SPECIFICATIONS 

A. A full emergency response plan review is required for all new and existing solid waste facilities.  Facilities that have 
their own onsite emergency response capabilities, although exempt from review requirements, must submit 
correspondence describing such capabilities as outlined in “Guidance for Solid Waste Permits-Emergency Response 
Plans” at least 30 days prior to submittal of new or renewal solid waste application. 

B. Applicable statutes/codes enforced:  R.S. 30:2154(B)(9) effective June 20, 2011

 2. List of all emergency equipment located at the facility. 

 3. Evacuation plan for facility personnel.
